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Japon To Publicise 
Towada National Park 


Another of Japan’s beautiful 
National Parks is to be publicised 
via four stamps and a souvenir 
sheet in November. Towada Park, 
known for its superb lake scenery, 
will supply the subject matter for 
the stamp designs. 

This will be the twelfth Nation- 
al Parks set, but the souvenir 
sheet will be the eleventh. The 
Fuji-Hakone set of stamps, the 
first Parks stamps issued, in 1936, 
had no souvenir sheet. When this 
same Park was again publicised 
in 1949 with almost the identical 
stamp designs, a souvenir sheet 
containing the four stamps was 
printed. 

Starting off a busy November of 
new stamps is a 24 yen addition 
to the regular postage series, It 
will appear on the first with a 
design displaying a Japanese 
National Treasure, Houraido, in 
Tokyo. This denomination will 
be the first class rate for foreign 
mail. 

Philatelic Week will again be 
recognized. This year there will 
be a souvenir sheet with a’single 
copy of the above 24 yen stamp. 
In 1948 the commemoration was 
in the form of a souvenir sheet 
containing five “king size” stamps 
picturing Moronobu Hishikawa’s 
famed “Beautiful Lady Looking 
Backwards”. 

In 1949, the Philatelic Week 
sheet contained five of the king 
size stamps as well, this time pic- 
turing Hiroshige’s popular color 
print of flying geese against a 
silvery moon, 

Sixth stamp in the Cultural 
series will appear on November 
29. This one will feature and pic- 
ture one of Japan’s outstanding 
educators and the founder of 
Doushisha University in Kyoto. 

According to T. Mizutani, 1927 
Asahi-cho, Yokkaichi, Mie, Japan 
who supplied the information 
above, the Cultural series seems 
to have struck a popular chord 
with the world’s collectors,

Thornton himself was without 
formal training as an architect.

Will Inaugurate Two 
Ohio HPO Mail Routes 


While nothing in the nature of 
an official bulletin from the Post 
Office Department has appeared, 
the inauguration of Highway 
Post Office Service on two new 
Ohio routes is close to realization. 

Both will originate in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. One will terminate at 
Portsmouth, the other at Galli- 
polis. The routes are through the 
southeastern Ohio hilly forest 
and coal mining areas. 

Because of the termination of 
passenger and mail carrying 
train runs by the Baltimore & 
Ohio, the New York Central and 
the Chesapeake & Ohio railroads, 
the area had poor mail service. 

Present schedules call for the 
trucks to leave the Columbus 
post office at 5 a. m. and return 
by 9:15 p. m, 

The 171 mile run to Ports- 
mouth will pass through Canal 
Winchester, Lancaster, Logan, 
Nelsonville, Athens, McArthur, 
Wellston, Jackson and Oak Hill. 

The trip to Gallipolis “3 184 
miles with the route going 
through Baltimore, Bremen, New 
Lexington, Corning, Glouster, 
Athens, Pomeroy and Middle- 
port. 

Collectors wanting covers to 
be carried on the first trip 
should send them to the post- 
masters of the terminal cities, 
Columbus, Ohio and Portsmouth 
for one, and to Columbus, Ohio 
and Gallipolis for the other stat- 
ing specifically which route the 
cover is to travel, 

Covers must have the names 
and the addresses kept to the 
right, bear a 3c stamp, and en- 
close a stuffer,

For Use In England 


The regularly printed news- 
letter published by Whitfield King 
& Co., Ipswich, England, and sent 
printed on an aerogram to which 
stamps are affixed, arrived at this 
office franked with two copies of 
the Great Britain 3d Peace com- 
mems overprinted “TANGIER”, 

Such an overprint is placed on 
stamps for use in the International 
Zone of Tangier. The use of such 
stamps on a letter from England 
prompted an inquiry to the com- 
pany. 

It was explained that the Post 
Office Department has authorized 
such stamps, overprinted for use 
abroad, for valid use in England 
as well. 

Besides the Tangier overprint, 
British stamps overpr inted 
“M. E. F.”, “E. A. F.” and “Moroc- 
co Agencies” are also valid for 
postage in England. 

Other overprinted British stamps 
which have been surcharged with 
new values for use elsewhere in 
the Commonwealth of Nations 
cannot be used to prepay the 
postage fees there.

Philately Begins At Forty 


The above is the title of a very interesting story by a lady who 
has made quite a niche in the stamp dealing field for herself, The 
lady in question is Mrs. Philip L. Corson of Plymouth Meeting, Pa. 
and the article we are referring to is in the September 10th issue 
of Stamp Wholesaler. If you are a stamp dealer you will get some 
pointers if you read it and if you are only a collector you will enjoy 
her viewpoints as well, 


Personally we think it a very attractive and well written story |N 


but we can not accept her conclusions as to young collectors or 
as to collectors of the period of 15 to 40 years of age. 

Mrs. Corson remarks that teen age collectors as well as those 
in the age group up to forty are hardly worth bothering with on the 
part of serious dealers who want to sell stamps. In fact she says, 
“Trying to interest this age group or trying to keep teen-agers as a 
group interested in stamp collecting is a waste of time, money and 
effort.” 

We disagree and we know that there are many stamp dealers 
all over the country from the small towns to Nassau Street and 
Broadway who could quickly disprove this opinion, 

Mrs. Corson fails to realize that more money is spent every 
month by stamp dealers advertising to and soliciting business from 
this group of collectors than is spent on soliciting business from the 
group over 40. This fact is evident to anyone who will take such 
magazines as the American Boy, Popular Mechanics and similar 
publications plus the big city newspapers and who will figure out 
the cash spent for advertising to this group as against the money 
spent for advertising in all of the Stamp Papers in America com- 
bined. These latter are the papers that go principally to the upper 
group of collectors. 

Therefore we can see that the “time, money and effort” to do 
business with the teen age group is a big thing to the stamp dealers 
who handle this line of business. It is a business in itself and the 
principal outlet for all the cheaper stamps and the very cheap al- 
bums that so few older collectors ever know anything about. In 
fact, it is almost a business in itself, There are several companies 
that have a large staff of employees who cater only to this class of 
trade and these companies are bigger in that they have more em- 
ployees, occupy more square feet of work space and handle more 
stamps and spend more money for advertising than most of the stamp 
dealers who cater mostly to the group over 40. This field is one 
that requires sound and solid business ability if one is to make a 
success of it. It requires hard work and a substantial bit of capital 
as well to get into the business in the right manner, yet. it is a busi- 
ness that the right man can set up and into operation in a short 
period of time and make good progress if he is fitted for it. If 
not fitted and capable, he can lose his money just as quickly. 


Visiting The Garfield-Perry Club 


Mrs. Linn and myself went to Cleveland, Ohio on the 21st of 
September in order that I might make a talk before the Garfield- 
Perry Stamp Club at their meeting on the evening of the 22nd. I 
have been a member of this club for about 30 years or more and I 


believe that there was perhaps only one member in attendance whose | 


membership in the G-P was started before mine. This was Louis 
A. Hanford. Louie introduced me to the Club, practically all of 
whom I have known for years and in doing so brought out the fact 
that my membership in the A.P;S. dates back from about 1898 
while his own started about ten years later. The G-P has always 
rated as one of the best of the stamp clubs in the United States. 
While there I talked about the Hobby in general and urged that the 
club use its influence with the parent society, the A.P.S. to bring 
about some needed reforms in the hobby. I have little idea that any 
thing will be done for the A.P.S. is not organized in a manner that 
makes effort along such lines practical and that perhaps is the chief 
reason why the society never does do much of a constructive nature. 

There is room for a real cooperative stamp collector organization 
in America and one properly set up and operated could soon become 
the largest of its kind in the world. The good it could do would be 
unlimited and of lasting benefit to the hobby.

The 10 ore denomination in the 
King Frederick IX design for 
regular postage made its appear- 
ance on September 21. Because of 
a change in postage_rates not so 
long ago new values were needed. 
Other possible denominations 
are 35, 55 and 80 ore but nothing 
of an official nature has been 
revealed about these. 

Norway is to have some changes 
in its regular postage issues ac- 
cording to Eric Wowern, Charlot- 
tenlund, Denmark.
